Description 


The site consists of the Utah Central Railway railroad grade that was designed to extend between Hailstone Junction 
and the Uintah Basin. The rail tine was surveyed in 1889 and the grade was constructed in 1890. The project was 
abandoned in 1894 and never completed. The section of railway grade within the project area runs along the Provo 
River floodplain at a 340° azimuth. The Provo River is approximately 90 m southwest of the site. The average width of 
the grade is 6.5 т. Height ranges from 0 to 80 cm. The rails and ties have all been removed; however, the original rail 
channels are still visible in places. They are approximately 2 m apart and are incised a maximum of 10 cm. No 
artifacts are in clear association with the grade and no features are present.

Describe 


The rails and ties have been removed from the grade. Portions of the railroad grade have been damaged or 
obliterated by dam and road construction and by erosion from irrigation canals (associated with modern and historic 
ranch activity). The site is crossed by two in-use two-track roads. A fence has been constructed across the grade at 
the northern parcel boundary and the grade has been obliterated by the construction of a corral at the southern 
parcel boundary. A rock and earth dam built across an irrigation channel has covered part of the grade. This irrigation 
channel parallels the grade and has eroded a significant portion of the northern section of the grade. One modern

culvert runs underneath the grade. The grade is heavily eroded, in some places down to modern ground surface. 
Vegetation covers most of the grade. Despite these impacts, much of the grade retains a good deal of integrity. It is 
in fair condition. 


*23. National Register Status Eligible 


Justify 


This site retains integrity of location, setting, and design, but not of materials, feeling, workmanship, or association. 
The site is associated with early ranching and industry in the Woodland and Francis area, 1899-1920, and physically 
embodies one of the major events of this era, that is, initial construction efforts of the ill-fated Utah Central Railway. 
This narrow-gauge rail was designed to run from Hailstone Junction to the Uintah Basin, where there were believed 
to be abundant timber and coal resources. Another goal was to reach the iron mines near the Moon Sawmill in 
Woodland, Utah. In addition, this rail line was intended to connect to other area railroads, including the Union Pacific 
line in Park City and the Denver & Rio Grande, which was making its way up Provo Canyon to Heber City at about 
the same time. Because of its association with important events in the development of the Francis and Woodland 
communities, this site is recommended as being eligible for inclusion in the National Register of Historic Places 
(NRHP) under Criterion a of 36CFR60.4 and the theme of transportation. Agriculture, commerce, economics, and 
social history are considered contributing themes. There is no known evidence that the site is associated with 
persons who are significant or have made significant contributions to local, regional, or national history. The site does 
not embody the distinctive characteristics of a type, period, or method of construction, nor is it the work of a master. 
In addition, the physical manifestations of this site, which was never completed or used, cannot provide any 
additional significant information pertaining to the local or regional historic record. Because of these factors, the site 
is recommended as being not eligible for inclusion in the NRHP under Criterion b, c, or d of 36CFR60.4.

The Utah Central Railway was a narrow-gauge rail designed to run from the Hailstone Junction 
to the Uintah Basin. The rail line was surveyed in 1889 and the grade constructed in 1890. The project 
was abandoned in 1894 and never completed. One well-preserved section of the abandoned Utah 
Central Railway grade is located on the Richardson farmstead between the Provo River and the Lower 
River Road southwest of Francis, Utah. An adjacent site (42SM456) includes a variety of resources, 
including a log cabin from the early homestead period and buildings associated with ranching from the 
1930s. The rail grade was never used and only the grade remains. The grade has been modified in 
places by both historic and modern ranching activities. Alterations include the installation of a fence 
and corral, two road crossings, and an earth dam-irrigation channel. Erosion and vegetation have also 
altered the appearance of the grade. However, the grade retains a large portion of historic integrity, is a 
distinctive of the landscape, and should be considered a contributing resource. 


This section of the grade runs parallels the Provo River floodplain. The average width of the 
grade is 6.5 meters and its height ranges from 0-80 centimeters. The original rail channels are still 
visible in places. They are approximately 2.0 meters apart.

The first recorded deed for the property was a United States land grant issued to John Richardson 
in May 1888. The Francis area of Summit County was first settled between 1862 and 1865. The 
Summit County centennial history states that a "Jack Richardson" built a home on the Provo River in the 
1870s. John Wearmouth Richardson (1852-1913) and his wife, Marie Dorothy Andersen (1 858-1934) 
homesteaded the property around 1878. The couple had ten children born in the area. Between 1922 
and 1964, the property was owned by the George A. and Pearl Atkinson with their family. They farmed 
and raised stock on the property. In 1964, the Atkinsons sold the property to Don and Norma Jean 
Fitzgerald. The Fitzgerald family had a large ranch and holdings on both sides of the Provo River. The 
property was subsequently sold to the Cloverleaf Ranch in 1995. It is now part of the Victory Ranch 
development project. 


The rail grade through the Richardson property was a section of a project of the Utah Central 
Railway Company. The company was also known as the Utah Central Railroad. The company was 
promoted by John W. Young (1844-1924), a son of Brigham Young. In 1889, the company began 
purchasing right of way for a narrow gauge railroad from Hailstone Junction (or Elkhorn, now under the 
Jordanelle reservoir), east along the Provo River over Wolf Creek Pass, to the Uintah Basin. 


The intent of the railroad was to connect to the Union Pacific line in Park City, or later, the 
Denver & Rio Grande, which was making its way up the Provo Canyon to Heber City (completed in 
1899). The Wolf Creek Pass route would then connect to the new boundaries of the Ute Indian 
Reservation, where there were believed to be abundant timber and coal resources. One particular goal 
was to reach the iron mines located near the Moon sawmill in Woodland. On October 5, 1889, the 
Wasatch Wave newspaper published in Heber reported that: 


A survey is being made up Provo River from Hailstone's ranch. A party of surveyors, 
with Mack from Colorado as chief engineer, have surveyed, cut the brush and leveled up 
the river and are still going east, picking out a road bed for a narrow gauge. ... We 
believe those men are in earnest and that this will be the great central route from 
Colorado to the great Salt Lake. Why we think so is because they run through to 
purchase the road bed and to pay whatever is right and just for all damage done.' 


! Quoted in Tom Clyde's Diamond Bar Ranch, 6. 
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On October 2, 1889, John and Marie Richardson granted a right of way for a strip of land one 
hundred feet wide over their property for the sum of $500. They were joined in this endeavor by about a 
dozen of their closest neighbors. William Neibor received $650 for the right of way through his land. A 
year later in October 1890, Abraham and Harriet Hunter sold the right of way though their property for 
$900. | 


Actual construction of the grade took place in 1890 with many of the locals hoping to received 
some cash from their labors. Men from Francis and Woodland, many of them with their own teams, 
Worked to get out ties and make the grade. Unfortunately, the Utah Central Railroad went into 
receivership in 1893 and by 1894 the Wasatch Wave was referring to the project as an "imaginary 
railroad." According to the 1947 DUP history of Summit County, not one of the men who worked 
received any pay when the company went broke. The history also states that many of the rail ties are 
still in use in the farmers' fences along the river bottoms. However, Clarence Bates, a longtime resident 
of Francis and local historian, doubts that any "fence ties" remain in the Francis area. 


The grade was partially completed between Hailstone and Woodland before the project was 
abandoned. Disconnected sections of the rail grade are extant between the point where the Weber-Provo 
Diversion Canal meets the river and the western edge of Woodland. It was a project that was probably 
doomed from the start. The essential links from Park City or Heber City never materialized and in the 
words of Tom Clyde, "it was a railroad that started nowhere and ended nowhere."

20. Description 


The site consists of the John W. Richardson and Marie D. Anderson Richardson Farmstead located in a valley on the 
floodplain of the Provo River. The site is composed of a log cabin (F-01), a cottage (F-06), a single-room structure (F- 
07), two outhouses (F-02 and F-08), an outhouse depression (F-16), six concrete foundations (F-03, F-04, F-05, F-09, 
F12, and F-13), a corral (F-11), a bridge (F-10), a rock dam (F-15), and two irrigation ditches (F-14 and F-17). The 
structures on the site are present in four distinct clusters. These consist of the log cabin (F-01), two concrete 
foundations (F-03 and F-04), the remnants of a house foundation (F-05), and a standing outhouse (F-02) in the south- 
central portion of the site; a cottage (F-06), a small house (F-07), a standing outhouse (F-08), two concrete slabs (F- 
09 and F-13), and a footbridge (F-10) in the northwestern portion of the site; and a corral (F-11) and a concrete 
foundation (F-12) in the eastern portion of the site. In addition to these features, a series of irrigation ditches (F-14 
and F-17), a small rock dam (F-15), and a possible outhouse depression (F-16) are also present. The association of 
the clusters in terms of temporal use and function is not known. The log cabin (F-01), cottage (F-06), small house (F- 
07), and both outhouses (F-02 and F-08) are the only standing structures present on the site. The wooden footbridge 
(F-10) is also intact. All other structures consist of concrete/cinder block foundations or concrete slabs. None of these 
features is currently in use except for the ditches. There is no evidence of an on-site trash dump, historic trash 
scatter, or artifact concentration. No clearly historic artifacts were observed. A light scatter of modern and post-1953 
artifacts (e.g., plastic bottles, aluminum cans) is present on the site. The site is on a depositional surface and is 
believed to have shallowly buried cultural material. More deeply buried historic material may be present in the 
outhouses and outhouse depression. 


This site was settled by John W. Richardson and his wife Marie Dorothy Anderson Richardson sometime in the 
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e 1880s. John Richardson acquired a U.S. land grant on the property in 1888. Richardson emigrated to the United 
States from England in 1864. His wife was born in Salt Lake City, the daughter of Danish emigrants. The 1880 census 
lists the couple as living in Peoa. The oldest structure at the site is the log cabin, which was built ca. 1885. The 
cottage (F-06) and small residence (F-07) were built in the 1930s and the outhouses (F-02 and F-08) appear to date 
to the 1920s or 1930s. The other features were built at various times from the late 1880s to the early 1900s. These 
include the corral (1890s-1930s), two irrigation ditches (1910s-1920s), the dam (early 1900s), and the various 
foundations (which probably supported a house (са. 1930s to pre-1969]), two barns (1920s-1930s), and other 
structures. The most recent feature appears to be the footbridge, which is believed to have been built in the 1960s. 


A granite slab milling stone is also on-site. It has one moderately worn use surface and measures 21.5 cm by 14.5 cm 
and is 7.0 cm thick.

This site retains integrity of location, setting, feeling, and association as well as partial integrity of design, 
workmanship, and materials. Several of the structures are well-preserved; others are almost totally destroyed. The 
site represents an agricultural farmstead associated with several important events in the Woodland-Francis area: 
early settlement/homesteading (Early Homestead period, 1873-1889), economic growth and the development of 
agriculture (Early Ranching and Industry, 1899-1920); and subsequently, ranching consolidation (Ranching 

L. Consolidation and Specialization, 1910-1953). As such, the site is recommended as being eligible for inclusion in the 
National Register of Historic Places (NRHP) under Criterion a of 36CFR60.4. The primary thematic association is 
agriculture. Architecture, exploration, and social history are contributing themes. The site was constructed and used 
by John W. Richardson and his wife Marie Dorothy Anderson Richardson. Though well-known in the community, 
these individuals did not have a major influence on local or regional history. Thus, the site is recommended as being 
not eligible for inclusion in the NRHP under Criterion b of 36CFR60.4. None of the structures on the site possesses 
sufficient architectural significance to merit listing under Criterion c of 36CFR60.4. Although the site may be able to 
offer information regarding historic lifeways, much of this information is available at other sites and in archival 
records. As such, the site is unlikely to contribute critical or unique information to help address important research 
questions regarding local and regional history. Consequently, this site is recommended as being not eligible for 
inclusion in the NRHP under Criterion d of 36CFR60.4.

The Richardson farmstead is located between the Provo River and the Lower River Road 
southwest of Francis, Utah. The site includes a variety of resources. There are three domestic buildings: 
a circa 1885 saddle-notched log cabin and two circa 1930 shotgun cottages. There are two outhouses, 
also dating from the 1930s. There are six associated concrete structures, one house foundation, two 
other foundations (probably barns) and two concrete slabs. Also present on the site are a footbridge, a 
rock dam, a corral and an irrigation ditch. All resources, with the exception of the footbridge, appear to 
be contributing. 


Feature 1, the log cabin, is a one-story, single-cell dwelling resting on an earth floor and 
foundation. The logs are round with saw-cut ends and saddle notching. There is no extant chinking or 
daub. The roof has collapsed, but there are eight surviving beams. The front faces northeast with the 
building's only openings, one door flanked by square windows. The door is plank and features barn- 
style hinges. There is a hopper-type plank shutter in the window to the left (probably a historic 
modification from the early twentieth century). There is no chimney stack. The logs are cut to a 
uniform length except at the rear where a few log extend up to 6 feet (possibly for hanging meat). The 
interior is approximately 20 feet by 16.5 feet. The building has been vacant for several decades and no 
interior features have survived. 


Feature 7, the largest building, is a one-story, shotgun house with an addition to the rear. It was 
built in 1930 according to the county tax records. The cottage is a frame building sheathed in drop- 
novelty siding with corner boards. The siding continues to the apex of the gables. The cottage differs 
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from a traditional shotgun because of a fairly low-pitched roof, which is covered in asphalt shingles. 
The addition appears to be contemporaneous. The front faces south with a flat roof porch supported on 
4- by 4-inch studs. The foundation is not visible, but probably a concrete pad. The front door is wood 
and there is a square window (aluminum sash replacement) to the left. The other windows are in wood 
sashes. There are large square windows (boarded) on the east and west elevations of the house and 
smaller windows in the addition (covered with mesh screens). The rear (north) elevation is blank. 
There is a stove-vent in the southwest corner. The building was used as a residence and had electricity 
at one point (later addition). Mature trees surround the rear of the house. 


The other house, Feature 6, is also a modified shotgun-type cottage (also circa 1930). It is 
similar in construction to the first, but smaller, measuring 13 feet by 10 feet. This building is plainer 
with no corner boards and sits on a concrete pad foundation. The roof has exposed rafters and is 
covered in rolled asphalt. There is a stove-vent in the northeast corner. The gable end faces east and 
features a half-glass and three-panel door. Both the north and south elevations have one small square 
window in a wood sash with a mesh screen. The rear elevation is blank. The interior is a single room, 
which appears to have been used as a residence. There are electrical wires and remnants of a bed inside. 
Ranch workers probably used both cottages as bunkhouses (perhaps seasonally). 


Features 2 and 8 are two outhouses that are similar in appearance and were probably 
constructed in the 1920s or 1930s. Both have shed roofs, are covered in novelty siding, have plank 
doors and no windows, and rest on cobbles and/or cinder blocks at the corners. The outhouse nearest the 
large cottages (F-08) has a wood floor and seat (one hole, capped). A power line (later addition) extends 
to the outhouse and there is a light above the seat. The roof is covered with tarpaper and asphalt 
shingles. The second outhouse (F-02) is closer to the cabin and features corner boards in addition to the 
siding. The roof is covered in corrugated metal. This outhouse rests on a concrete pad and has a 
concrete "sanitary" seat base. The seat is angled. The site also includes a depression (F-16), which 
appears to be a former privy pit. The second outhouse may have moved to this location and provided 
the concrete pad-seat in the 1930s. 


Other contributing structures on the site include a corral (F-11) (built with round logs and 
railroad ties, circa 1890s to 1930s, now partially collapsed,), a rock dam (F-15) (date unknown, probably 
early twentieth century), and at least two irrigation ditches (F-14 and F-17) (circa 1910s to 1920s). The 
six concrete foundations (F-03, F-04, F-05, F-09, F-12, and F-13) are probably the remnants of one large 
house (circa 1930s, with root cellar and septic tank), two barns (1920s to 1930s), possibly a bunkhouse, 
and other miscellaneous outbuildings. The main residence was not recorded during a 1969 tax 
assessment of the property and was probably demolished before that date. The historic resources are 
located in groups along a channel in the floodplain of the Provo River. The plank footbridge (F-10) 
appears to be a later addition (circa 1960s). The site slopes gently to the west. There are mature 
cottonwood and box elder trees, various shrubs, and grasses.

The first recorded deed for the property was a United States land grant issued to John Richardson 
in Мау 1888. The l'rancis area of Summit County was first settled between 1862 and 1865. The 
Summit County centennial history states that a "Jack Richardson" built a home on the Provo River in the 
1870s. This probably refers to John Richardson, who married Marie Andersen in Kamas on December 
19, 1878. John Wearmouth Richardson was born in England on June 30 1852. He immigrated to the 
United States in 1864. Marie Dorothy Andersen (some sources give her name as Maria or Mariah) was 
born on April 17, 1858 in Salt Lake City. She was the daughter of Danish immigrants. John and 
Maria's first child, a daughter, was born in Woodland in 1879. The couple is listed on the 1880 census 
as living in Peoa, several miles north of Kamas. Eight other children were born in Francis or Woodland 
and one in Kamas, between 1881 and 1901. Of the ten children, seven lived to maturity. The centennial 
history notes that Jack Richardson had moved to the bench by 1883. The log cabin on the Provo River 
dates from the late 1870s or early 1880s, several years before the 1888 land grant. 


John Richardson was listed as a farmer on all the census enumerations between 1880 and 1910. 
The state gazettcers list him owning 75 acres valued at $650 in 1900. A later gazetteer, from 1914, lists 
John with 70 acres ($675) and Marie with 4 acres ($10). Just two weeks before his death, John and 
Marie Richardson deeded their property (155 acres in all) to their surviving children. John Richardson 
died in Francis on August 8, 1913. A portion of the property was later deed back to Marie Richardson 
after the deaths of two grown children in 1919 and 1920. Marie Richardson remained in the area. The 
1920 census enumeration for Francis lists Marie with two sons and a daughter. None are listed with an 
occupation. Between September 1922 and March 1923, a series of quitclaim deeds were filed by Marie 
and her surviving children deeding the property to George Atkinson. Marie Richardson's obituary states 
that she moved to Orem, Utah after her husband's death, but this move probably did not occur until the 
mid-1920s. Marie D. Richardson died on February 28, 1934 in Orem. 


George Atkinson had been a neighbor of the Richardson family for many years. George Alvin 
Atkinson was born March 17, 1883 in Parley's Creek, Summit County, Utah. His family moved to the 
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Francis area about 1890. On the 1900 census enumeration, as a seventeen year-old, he is listed one 
household away from the Richardson family. George married Pearl Workman in 1905. Pearl Merrinda 
Workman was born on June 22, 1885 in Snyderville, Summit County. The couple had seven children, 
all of whom lived to maturity. George and Pearl Atkinson are listed on the 1910 census as farmers in 
Francis. His next-door neighbors were John and Marie Richardson. The Atkinsons are also farmers on 
the 1920 census. After George Atkinson acquired the Richardson property in 1922, several 
improvements were made to the property. By the time of the 1930 census enumeration, George and 
Pear] Atkinson were living on the "street west of store" and George was listed as the proprietor of a 
farm. The rural community of Francis was no longer isolated. About half of the families owned a radio, 
including the Atkinsons. Their eighteen year-old daughter, Melba, was a telephone exchange operator. 
George A. Atkinson died on November 29, 1932. Pearl M. Atkinson owned and operated a grocery 
business until her death on March 14, 1964. The property by the river was used mainly for maintaining 
the family ranch. Wendell Amos Atkinson (1916-1962), who remained unmarried, was probably in 
charge of the day-to-day operations of the ranch. He is listed as both a farmer and stockman in his 


obituary. 


Between 1958 and the early 1960s, the property was included in the Provo River Channel 
Revision project. Access to the quarry on the other side of the river was through the Atkinson property. 
In 1964, the Atkinson family sold the property to Don and Norma Jean Fitzgerald, Francis residents and 
descendants of another early settlement. The Fitzgerald family had a large ranch and holdings on both 
sides of the Provo River. The property was subsequently sold to the Cloverleaf Ranch in 1995. It is 
now part of the Victory Ranch development project.

20. Description 


This site comprises the historic William L. Prescott and Emily Pace Prescott farmstead. It consists of a house 
(Structure 1), a root cellar (Structure 2), a collapsed barn or garage (Structure 3), a collapsed shed and associated 
pens (Structure 4), a concrete foundation (Structure 5), a series of in-use ditches (F-01 and F-02), and a small amount 
of mainly domestic trash. Structures 1-3 were previously documented (Вітіе 2002) during an architectural recordation 
project. Structures 4 and 5 and Features F-01 and F-02 were recorded during the current visit. The age of the ditches 
and their relationship to the rest of the property are not currently known. 


Based on historical records, the site was established in or shortly after 1903. Informant data indicate that it was 
abandoned in 1978 or 1979. No discrete trash concentration or dump areas were observed at the site. Instead, 
artifacts are scattered. Artifacts present include wire, corrugated sheet metal, chicken wire, a sanitary can, bottle 
glass, window glass, barbed wire, farm tools, farm machinery, engine parts, a water heater, bed springs, couch 
Springs, a partial toilet, a lamp base, metal hinges, milled lumber, a metal rake, and indeterminate metal fragments. A 
small amount of modem trash (e.g., aluminum cans, plastic bottles) is also present. No temporally diagnostic historic 
artifacts were observed and the association of the artifacts present with any specific time period, occupation, or use of 
the property is unknown. The site is on a slight rise on the Provo River floodplain, and because it is in a depositional 
environment, may have shallowly buried subsurface cultural material or potentially even more deeply buried material in 
a privy or outhouse. No evidence of a privy or outhouse depression was observed during the fieldwork. The site 
represents a habitation associated with agriculture. It was built and used by the Prescott family, who first came to 
Francis, Utah in 1894.
